felr to lift up a Standard againſt him ; fo the Soul's 
Enemy prevails greatly againſt {uch, to the loſing of 
their rt Love and Stedtaitne(s they had to God, and 
his Truth and People; and when the firſt Love to 
God is left.there 1s a Lols of Stedfaſtne(s in the Truth 
of God, and the Work of the Day not well minded, 
but the Mind after the World, and the things there- 
of, and that beſets and clogs, and (o lieth fo heavy 
upon the Conſetence that 1t darkens, hardens, and 
if not laid aſide in duetime, ſcars the Conſcience, 
that hath becn good and tender. Now, them who 
are in that State, cantake up that which they once 
did lay doyffor Truth's ſake, and in Obedience to 
itsRequiri uilding again the things they deſtroy- 
ed, and matter not whether they kcep to the true 
Language or not,but will ſpeak it to faithful Friei:ds 
and not to others, and (© uſe their Liberty (as may

Some are,but weak in the Faith, and very little, 
whoſe weak hands had need to be ftrengthned, and 
their feeble Knees confirmed, yet Babes in Chriſt.and 
know the Father,and their Sins forgiven them for his 
Name's ſake ; others are come furrher tothe Stitre of 
Fathers, not only begotten to Ged themſelves, but 
Begetters of others to Gcd allo by the ſame Spiri: 4ncl 
Power by which they were begotten, who are cone 
toknow alarger Meaſure of Faith given to them of 
God 
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God, through which they ar? mude ſtrong, and abte 


to bexr Burdens,*and to bear with the Weak, the 
Weik mult be born with, you that are ſtrong ought 
to.bcir with the Weak, & not lay heavy Burdens up- 
on them: to eaſe or pleale your (clves ; for rhen you 
are out of the tzader Care of Fathers, I have alwaycs 
found the Love and Tendernels of a Father towards 
me, to work moſt ia m2, 1n4 reach che Good, and get 
up the Good moſt in me, and draw me neareſt the 
Lord ; yetl have ſometimes uled the Rod, and come 
toſome, with the Rod, as there was need for it, and 
as God's \Viſdom leads to it, and I found Love was 
efeQual generally in my own Experience of the 
Work of God, or as a Workman, for him; many 
have found that to be the ftrongeſt and beſt Weapon 
to war with againft Sin and Evil, that hath wrought 
in our Members, and warred againſt the Law of the 
Mind, to lead us captive to that, which was not al- 
lowed by us 1n the Warfare, and a fore War we have 
had betwixt Fleſh and Spirit, before we knew how 
to perfarm, or were $killed in the performance of 
that which is good in Words and Actions, There is 
a Time of Weakneſs, Inability and Feebleneſs, be- 
fore we are Fathers, or grown to a Young-man's 
State in Chriſt Jeſus ; there is much to dyc unto , 
there muſt not only be a dying to open, prophane, 
groſs Evils, thoſe muſt not only be flain, but fpiri- 
tual Wickednels io High Places; the Rulers of Dark- 
neſs, and every thing that would exalf it ſelf asainſt 
the Appearance of God in us, muſt be warred and 
wreſtled with, and it muſt be conquered and (lain ; 
thea we appear as ſtrong in the Lord, and know the 
Wicked 
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Wicked One overcome ; then the Proud Man dycs tv 
his Pride, the;Covetous Man to his Coverouſneſs,the. 
Selt-conceited Man dyes to his Vain & Self conceits 
he hath had of himiclf; then the Strong Man will 
not glory in his Strength, nor the Rich Maa in his 
Riches, nor the Wile Man in his Wiſdom, And 
they that come to the Truth,and grow ia it,the Pow- 
er of Truth will quench the Fiery Paſſions of ſuch 
as are ſoon Angry. 

And Friends, as you grow inthe Truth, Weak- 
neſs, Chiloithnefs and Imperfection you will all come 
out of, you will all grow out of, and wholely dye 
untc:, and the Toyſlings will be over, and the Tem- 
peſts will ceate; and you will all come to, and beefta- 
blihed 1n that Reſt that is glorious, and be kept in. 
perfect Union with God, and one with another. 

And let all Raifers of Evil Reports, and Broach- 
ers of them, be found out and checkr, ſo far as it 
tends to ſtir up Strife, and cauſe Diviſion 1n the 
Church , ler ſuch be marked,and avoid them.as not , 
worthy of having Fellowſhip with. that rhey may be 
aſhzmed that are found to raiſe np an Evil Kepert 
againſt any of God's People, or lowing-of Diſcord 
amongſt Brethren, buſying theinic]ves in hearing , 
Evil and ſpeaking Evil: Donot judge ene another 
upon Reports, before the Report be fully fought in- 
to, and found out to be true; then let Jr:doment go 
forth according to Goſpel-Order, that Sin may not 
rearun vpon thy Brother, northou to put 2 Strum. 
ling-block in thy Brother's way, - to canfe him tg 
ftumble, by the reporting that which 1s falſe, ang

” HJndging him thereupon That Judgment, paſſed 
” . wpon Falſc Reports, will retura back upon ſuch as 
Bive it. The Judgments of the Lord are true, and 
there is no Unrighteouſneis in them ; he judges no- 
thing but what is for Judgment: and that which is 
for Judgment ought to be judged, where-ever it ap- 
pears. 1 would not have thart (pared ia any particu- 
tr, which cauſeth Diviſion in che Church of God ; 
for that weakens themlelves, and hurts others. 
Tale-bearers work agaiaſt the Truth, and may 
weaken ſome Members in the Church , bur that 
Work communicates noDivine Strength to theBody 
aor any Member thereof: for my own particular,l ne- 
ver could well digeſt ſuch,finceTI had any Knowledge 
how to puta Difſcreace betwixt Good and Evil.
